ce/s of the BILL brought into the H——e of 
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fhall now take an Opportunity to declare, that I never 
gave my Negative to any Queftion in this Houfe more 
heartily, or with greater Conviction, than I did the fe- 
cond Reading of this Bill ; which really, in my Opi- 
nion, is one of the moft extraordinary Bulls that was e- 
ver brought before this Houfe, and therefore I muft 
think, that it deferves fomething more, than the putting 
ot a bare Negative upon its being read a fecond Time. 
«« Tt has often been endeavoured, by many Lords in this 
Hou te, to fet a regular, ftanding Army in the moft 
terrible Light ; and great Art has formerly been ufed 
to thew the dangerous Confequences of fuch an Army ; 
but in all the Debates, that have happened in_ this 
Houle, upon that Head, there never were any fuch fa- 
cal 4 ~onfequences prete: nded, as I fhould have dreaded 
irom a. ftanding Army under the Regulations {cri- 
bed in this Bill, had it paffed into a . aw. “ hile our 
\ ey continues in the State it is in at prefent, while 
t depends upon the Parliament for its very Exiftence, 
and while the Oincers depend upon the King for the 
continuing of them in their refpective Commands, & 
rall never have any Fears about the Coniequeaces which 
may from thence eafue ; but if this Bill had paffed into 
1 Law, our Army had been made independent both of 
King and | arliament. The Officers would then have 
lepended upon Ho Power but their own ; they wou Id 
foon have begun to think, that they had a leg ral Right 
to their Commiffions, and confequently to their Pay ; 
and if both King and P arliament had joined in Opin ion 
for reducing any Number of oan they would have 
looked on it as an Injury done them, and would have 
been apt to have joined all together to prevent the Effect 
of any fuch Refolution ; ina if they had, i would be 
‘tad to know, how the > Refolutions of King and are 
liament could have been made effectual againit them ; 
whereas, while they remain in the dependent State 
they are in at prefent, they know they hove no longer 
aay Right. either to ¢} heir Comm ‘ffions '@) ‘heir Pi \Y>

«© “This, my Lords, would have been the Confequence 
as to the Pubtick ; > as to private Perfons the 
molt terrible Op pre fi ons might have enfued, from 

“ making 
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making the Officers fubje@t to no Power but their own 
The Officers of the Army, like all other Sets of Men. 
are apt to fayour one another ; they are likewife apt td 
favour the common Soldiers, as being of the fame Bo- 
dy with themfelves: We all know, how many little 
Acts of Oppreflion may be committed by the Officers 
and Soldiers in their refpective Quarters, and other- 
wife, which cannot come under the Cognizance of the 
common Law. [If in fuch Cafes the Officer fhould be 
guilty of Oppreffions, or fhould connive at thé Irregu- 


larities committed by the Soldiers under his Command, 


we may eafily judge what would be the Confequence, if 
the Offender could not be any way punifhed, but by 


‘a Trial and Sentence of his Brother Officers in a Court- 


martial, who might probably be all guilty of the fame 
Crimes and Irregularities: And if, in fuch Cafes, the 
Officers had nothing to fear, either from King or Par- 
liament, we may moft certainly conclude, that our re- 
gular Army would foon become intolerably irregular, 
and would become a moft infupportable Grievance to 
the People, in all Parts of the Country, through which 
they fhould happen to march, or where they fhould 
happen to be potted. 

‘¢ ‘This, I find, my Lords, was an Inconyenience, which 
the Projectors of this Bill were aware of ; and therefore 
they have pretended to contrive a Remedy for this E- 
vil, by leaving Officers liable to be broke, or removed 
by his Majefty, upon an Addrefs from either Houfe of 
Parliament ; but E am afraid, that this Remedy would 
have been foon found to be altogether ineffectual. “The 
principal Reafon affigned, for bringing in this Bill, was 
becaufe the Officers of the Army are now become nu- 
merous in both Houfes of Parliament, and may foon be- 
come more numerous, foasat laft to be able to bear too 
great c Swey in both Houfes. If this be the Cafe, as 
they areO!' mated at prefent, would not we have much 


more to fear from their Numbers and Sway in Parlia- 
ment, if they had a fort of Freehold in their Commit- 
fions ; which they would have had, if this Bill had paf- 
fed into a Law? Would not the holding of their Com- 
miffions for Life have made every one of them more con- 
fiderable in the Country, than they can poffibly igi 2

Country, would not you of Courfe have encreafed theis 
Numbers, and their Sway, in both Houfes of Parlia- 
ment? ‘This, my Lords, I look upon as a moft certain 
Confequence ; and are we not reafonably to fuppofe, 
that all the Officers, in both Houfes of Parliament, 
would have joined, not only in voting, but in making 
all the Intereft they could againft any Motion for fuch 
an Addrefs? “This would certainly have been the Cafe, 
and if this Bill had pafled into a Law, I am convinced, 
the Officers of the Army would foon haye got fuch an 
Intereft in both Houfes of Parliament, that it would 
have been impoffible to have procured an Addrefs from 
either Houfe, for the Removal of any one of them. 
The Officers who had Seats in Parliament, would, up- 
on any fuch Motion, naturally have told you, why this 
extraordinary Remedy ? It the Maa is guilty, fend 
him to us; we'll try him, and break him by the Sen- 
tence of a Court-martial ; and if he be not guilty, he 
Ought not to be broke; he ought not to be oppref- 
fed by a Vote of either Houfe of Parliament. 
‘“ At prefent, my Lords, if any of the Officers of the 
Army commit any Act of Oppreffion, or allow the Sol- 
diers under their Command to commit any Irregulari- 
ties upon the poor People among whom they are quar- 
tered, the honeft Countryman has a ready Redrefs ; 
he reprefents his Cafe to his Landlord, and his Land- 
lord, either by himfelf, or by fome Gentleman of his Ac- 
quaintance, gets the poor Man’s Cafe laid before the Se- 
cretary at War, who reprefents it to the King; and if 
an Oijficer fhould be often found guilty of fuch little 
‘Trefpaffes, to be fure his Majefty would cafhier him, 
which certainly is a Check upon the Behaviour of thofe 
Officers whofe Inclimations may perhaps, be very ftrong 
towards Acts of Oppreffion: But if this Bill had paffed, 
where fhould the poor Man have gone to complain ? If 
he had got his Cafe reprefented to the Secretary at War, 
and, by that Means, to the King, what could his Ma- 
jefty have done? He would have had no Power to rec- 
tily the Abufe, or to punifhh the Offender: And if the 
Ojlicer had been brought before a Court-martial, they 
could not have enguired into the general Courfe of his 
Behaviour ; they could have enquired only into that 
particular Fact, which they would not, probably, have 
found to be of Weight enough to have broke a Brother

‘** have happened, that the Court-martial was compofed 
‘* of Officers who were moft of them guilty of, aad lia- 
*< ble to be profecuted for the fame fort of Crime; I be- 
“ lieve it will not be fuppofed, that the poor injured Man 
“* would have met with much Redrefs from that Court- 
‘“ martial ; who would have been loath to have encourag- 
‘< ed fuch Complaints, by giving a proper Redrefs to the 
‘* Perfon complaining. This might have been the Cafe, 
** as to Courts-martial, and how difficult it would have 
‘* been for a poor Countryman, perhaps, in fome remote 
‘‘ Part of the Ifland, or, indeed, for any Man, to have 
‘* obtained Redrefs, bya Complaint in Parliament, I have 
** already fhewn. 

*“¢ Whether this Difficulty of obtaining Redrefs againft 
an oppreffive and unruly Officer would not have encou- 
* raged great Licentioufuefs in the Army, I leave to e- 
“very one of your Lordfhips to judge. Even with all 
the Power which the Crown now has over the Officers 
‘* and the Soldiers, it is a difficult Matter to prevent their 
“ being fometimes a little troublefome in their Quarters, 
*‘ or to keep up that regular and exact Difcipline which 
** ought to be preferved in an Army ; but if this Bill had 
*¢ paffed into a Law, it would have been impoflible to have 
“prevented the one, or to have enforced the other : Nay, 
“ I do not fee, my Lords, how it would have been pofli- 
“ble for the Colonel of a Regiment to have commanded 
** that Submiffion and Refpeét which is due to him by the 
“ Officers of his own Regiment: All inferior Oihcers 
“ would have become fo independent of their Superiors 
‘in Command, that it would have been impoffible to keep 
“ them toa ftri¢¢ Obfervance of their Duty : Every lit- 
“ tle Fault, every little Negle&t of Duty, could not have 
‘‘ been brought before a Court- martial, and if it had, the 
_ “ Officers would have been loath to have broke a Bro- 
“ ther Officer for one little Failing, of which they, or 
~ “© moft of them, perhaps, had been guilty. Whereas, 
“ while the Power of Removing remains in the Crown, 
_“ the whole Tenor of an Officer’s Behaviour may be con- 
|“ fidered, and if, upon the whole, it appears to be bad, 
| “and without any Hopes of Amendment, his Majeft 
© may, and certainly would, remove him from his Po 
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«< In fhort my Lords, the evil Confequences of this Bill

jefty’s Reafons for the Removal of that Officer ; and in 
Cafe the Reafons given thould appear to Parliament not to 
be fufficient, we need not doubt but that the firft Addrefs 
vould be followed by a fecond, for replacing that Offi- 
cer, which the King would be obliged to comply with, 
or fall out with his Parliament ; fo that neither his 
Majefty, nor any of his Succeffors, would ever venture 
to remove an Officer from his Command in the Army, 
but by the Sentence of a Court-martial, or in Purfu- 
ance of an Addrefs previ~ ‘ly obtained from Parlia- 
ment for that Purpofe. 

“¢ Thus, my Lords, it is plain, that the Addrefs now 
moved for, would make fuch a Precedent, as would 
have the fame Effect with the Bill which your Lord- 
fhips have juft now been pleafed to reject. Nay, it is 
certain, that the Precedent would have a more exten- 
five Effect, and worfe Confequences, than the Bill could 
have had ; becaufethe Bill was confined, it went no high- 
er than Colonels of Regiments, but the Precedent in- 
troduced by the Addrefs now moved for, would be un- 
confined, it wouldextend to Generals, it would even 

extend to the General in Chief ; and therefore it mutt 

be agreed, that all thofe Arguments which, moft juftly, 

weighed fo much with your Lordfhips as to make you 


reject the Bill, muft militiate more ftrongly againft the 


Addrefs now propofed: Thofe Arguments have been al- 
ready fo clearly and fo fully ftated, that lam fureTI neti- 
ther need to repeat, nor can I addto them, but thall only 
fay, that as I was againft the Bill, fo thall I likewife be a-

naw prev ail wth you to reject this Motion, I fhall beg 
Leave to take fome Natice of thofe Arguments, I was, 
«< indeed, 
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indeed, a little furprifed to hear it faid, that by 
the Bill, the Officers of the Army were to acquire 
a fort of Freehold intheir Commiflions, I believe your 
Lordfhips would not agree to take any particular Man’s 
Freehold from him, even by an Act of Parliament, 
Without giving him an Eguivalent ; but notwithftand- 
ing any Proviiion in the Bill, an Officer was to remain 
liable to have his Commiffion taken from him by an 
Addrefs only, without any Caufe affigned, or Equiva- 
lent given; nay, by breaking or reducing the Regi- 
ment, all the Officers of the Regiment might have been 
turned out of their Commands by his Majefty’s fingle 
Authority ; which thews, that though the Bill had paf- 
fed, it would have given them no manner of Free-hold 
in their Commiflions : It would, in Reality, have given 
the Officers no further Right to their Commiffions than 
they have at prefent ; for it is certain, that every Ofti- 
cer has now a Right to his Commiffion as long as he 
behaves well, and the Corp to which he belongs is 
kept entire ; no Officer ought, or can, juftly, be 
turned out of his Bread, as long as he behaves well ; 
and all that was propofed to be done by the Bill was, 
to fubject the Behaviour of an Ojilicer to the Judgment 
of a Court-martial, or a Houfe of Parliament, inftea 
of leaving it fubje€t to the Judgment of Minifters 
of State or Court-favourites: The Officers, therefore, 
if the Bill had paffed into a Law, could not have ima- 
gined, that they had any better Right to their Com- 
miffions or their Pay, than they now have ; and, confe- 
guently, there could never have been any more Danger 
or Difficulty in reducing the whole, or agy Part of the 
Army, than there is at prefent. 

«“ But, my Lords, fuppofing that the Officers of the 
Army were to be rendered, as to the holding of their 
Commiffions, entirely independent both of King and 
Parliament, furely, if any Danger were to be appre- 
hended from them, in fuch a State, in Cafe they fhould | 
unite againft King and Parliament, under a General of 
their own chufing, the Parliament, and confequeatly 
the People, have much more to fear from them, in 
their prefent State, in Cafe fome future King fhould 
think proper to make ufe of them for the Deftruction 
of Parliaments, and for overturning the Liberties and 


‘iv] , ; for certainly it would be 
Privileges of the People; tor Y goats 
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much more eafy for the Army to unite together under 
the A‘zg, who is their Chief seneral by Law, than un- 
der any one of their own chufing , which very Choice 

would be a flying in the Face of the Law; ‘and this 
Union would certainly be the more ealily effected by the 
King’s having the Powér he has at prefent of turni 

out and putting in whomfoever he pleafes: “The nob! le 
Lords who oppofe this Motion, may talk of the De- 
pendence of the Army upon Parliament; but if the 
Cafe be examined ftrictly, it willappear, that the Ar- 
my has really no Depen’ence upon Parliament: The 
King indeed depends upon Parliament for a legal 
Power of keeping up a Standing-Army in Time of 
Peace, « ind for enab ung him to pay them and di cipline 
them according to Law, but if in any future Time the 
Parliament fhould thi nk it neceff ary to reduce a Part of 
the Army, and of Confeguence make no Provifion for 
their Pay, the Refolution “of Parliament could not break 
any one Regi ment, or any Part of any one Regiment, 
in the Ki nedos m 5 the Officers might all legally conti- 
nue in their refpective Comn nands,. and if the King then 
upon the Thr yne fhould not think fit to break any of 
them, they might, indeed, then very probably think, 

t they had a good Right to their Pay as long as they 
continued in Commiffion ; and it they couid not get it 
by Law, they might probably jo'n with the King in 
railing it contrary to Law, efpe ecially if he, forefeeing 

‘hat would happen, had tiken Care to model them for 
that Purp y e, whi ch any King might foon do, while the 
{rmy continues upon the Footing it is on at prefent ; 
1nd for this Pein, my Lords, T nmuft be of Opinion, 
that all thofe Arguments, which have been ufed for 
fhewing us the Danger of making an Army independent, 
are fo many Aroument s for fhewing the Dar wer of our 
Army’s being entirely dependent upon one Branc h only

‘nts for the Bill, which was defig: ied to make the Ar- 
se not entirely depen lent upon any one, but uj pon all 
the three Branches of our Legi lature. 

As to the Submifion and Obedience of inferior OF 
ficers to ari Superiors, it is, my Lords, fo ftrongly 
inforced, by the martial Law, and it is fo much the In- 
tereft of every Officer to fee it pun¢tually obferved, 
that no Court-martial could, or would incline, either 
“ to 
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Z to avoid or defer giving Sentence, wherever any the 

leaft Crime of that Nature fhould appear ; and as to all 
“* Sorts of Neglect of Duty, we know that itis senerally 
“* the other Officers of the Corp that fuffer mott hy Sack 
- Neglect, and therefore we may depend on it, that the 

would always take Care to fee the Laws of War duly 
“¢ putin Execution againtt all fuch negligent Perfons ; and 
<¢ in this we may believe they would be the more exact 
<< the lefs dependent they were upon Minifters of State, 
** or Court-favourites ; for it is well known in the Ar- 
<< my, that thofe who are moit frequently guilty of fuch 
‘< Crimes, and meet with moft Indulgence, are thofe wha 
<¢ are the Relations or the Favourites of Minifters of State 
<< or fuch other Perfons who are fuppofed to have great 
<¢ Tntereft at Court; and therefore E think I have good 
<< Reafon to prefume, that if this Bill had paffed into a 
«¢ Law, it would have greatly conduced to the Obfer- 
<< vance of the moft exact military Difcipline among all 
‘© Degrees of Men in the Army. } 

‘¢ Tam furprifed, my Lords, to hear it pretended, that 
“ the making of the Officers of the Army in fome fmalk 
‘© Meafure only independent of a Secretary at War, 
“or other Minifter of State, would tend towards the 
“ making-Court-martials connive at the Oppreffions or 
«c Abufes that might be committed, either by Officers or 
<¢ Soldiers, in the Places where they were quartered, or 
‘¢ in the Places through which they happeued to march 5 
‘© Tam fure there is no Ground that IE know of for fuch 
«© a Pretence ; and as E never yet heard that any Officer 
“© was fo much as fufpended by the Secretary at War for 
<¢ fuch Practices, I muft think, that it is the Fear of Pu- 
<¢ nifhment from a Court-martial, that has hitherto kept 
“ both Officers and Soldiers pretty much within Bounds, 
<¢ in that Refpect. It is certain, that there is not the leaff 
<¢ Crime of this Nature, but what may be brought before 
<< q Court-martial, and may be punithed by them: In 
“< fuch Cafes, a Court-martial, as well as the Secratary at 
“¢ War, may confider the general Character of the Offen- 
«¢ der, and may proportion the Punifhment according ta 
“¢ it ; and I do not doubt, but that they would break any 
<¢ Officer in the Army, if, upon Enguiry, it thould be 
<< found, that he had often been guilty of oppreffing the 
<< poor Country People upon whom he was quar*zred, or 


$¢ had been guilty of but‘one very henious Crime of that 
Cccc ss Nature 
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“¢ Nature. But if any poor Country Inn-keeper or Victu- 
“* aller fhould be refufed a proper Redrefs, by Means of 
“* a Tryal before a Court-martial, could not he eafily 
“¢ have Accefs to fome of the Lords of this Houfe, or to 
“« {ome of the Members of the other, who could repre- 
“« fent his Cafe to Parliament, where he certainly would 

meet with a proper Redrefs, not only againft the firft 
‘* Offender, but even againft the Officers of the Court- 
“¢ martial, who had refufed him Juftice, in the ordina- 
“< ry Way: Whereas if any Lord of this Houfe, or any 
«© Member of the other, fhould now make any fuch Com- 
“« plaint, he would, probably, be told, that his Complaint 
“s was irregular ; it ought firft to have been made to the 
“¢ Secretary at War. 

‘¢ But, my Lords, we have been told, that, if every 
<< Officer of the Army was to have his Commiffion Quam 
“< dia fe bene gefferit, their Intereft in the Country, and 
«¢ their Numbers in Parliament, would be greater than it 
‘“¢ is at prefent, and confequently that they would have 
“ fo much Influence in Parliament as to prevent the ob- 
** taining of an Addrefs from either Houfe, againft any 
“ of the Officers of the Army. My Lords, that their na- 
<< tural Intereft in the Country would be greater, and de- 
*¢ fervedly greater, I do not doubt, but that their Num-~ 
‘* bers, or their Influence in Parliament, would be greater, 
‘* f very much queftion ; for if they were to expect no 
“« private Advantages by their being in Parliament, they 
«* would not, I believe, be fo very fond of being Mem- 
‘* bers of cither Houfe ; and if they had no Dependence 
‘* upon the Court, with refpect to Eleétions, they would 
“© be upon the fame Footing with other Gentlemen 5 
‘* whereas, while they have an entire Dependence upon 
“« the Court, it is to be feared, that, in every Place where 
«< an Officer fets up as a Candidate againft a Country Gen- 
<< tleman, the Ojlicer will be fupporred by the Court, and 
«© the additional Tntereft an Oricer muft have by his being 
<¢ fupported by the Court, will generally be greater than 
** any additional Intereft he could acquire by his having 
*¢ his Commifiion Qyam diu fe bene gefferit : And thus F 
« think it mpft appear evident, that if the Bill had paf- 
“fed into a Law, the Number of Officers in Parliament 
“ would not have been fo great, as it may probably 


be, if they coatinue upon the Footing they are on at 
6 prefent. 
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<¢ Now, as to their Influence in Parliament, is it to be 
. fuppofed, that any Set of Men can ever unite fo gene- 
‘ rally, or fo firmly, in any Cafe, efpecially fuch a dif- 
‘* honourable Cafe as that of fereening a guilty Perfon ? 
“‘ [s it, I fay, to be fuppofed, that they will unite fo 
‘* firmly when there is no Band of Union among them 
‘* but that of their being of the fame Profeftion, as they 
** may be fuppofed to do, when there is not only that 
‘«¢ Band of Union among them, but this further Band, of 
*< every Man’s Commiffion depending upon his unitin 
‘¢ with the reft under a minifterial Leader? This is the 
‘¢ Influence, my Lords, that we are to be afraid of: I¢ 
“< is not the Influence of the Officers only, even fuppo- 
‘¢ fing them to join together ; but it is when their Influ- 
«* ence in Parliament is not only directed by the Crown, 
“¢ but added to all the other Influences, which the Crown 
“* may have, and muft at all Times have, in Parliament, 
*« It is by this Union of Influences that our Conftitution 
<< may be overturned; and this is the Danger which b 
“¢ the Bill was propofed in Part, at leaft, to be obvi- 
“¢ ated. 

‘¢ Tt is well known, that a Dependence upon the Crown 
“¢ is a Dependence upon the Minifter, and if ever fuch a 
‘¢ Dependence fhould come to be abfolute, it is to be 
“¢ feared, that the military Sword may come to move al- 
““ ways according to the Directions of the minifterial 
“< Sword, that hangs over it; and’that the Votes of thofe 
‘“< Officers, who may hereafter happen to be Members of 
“ either Houfe of }arliament, may be generally directed 
“ by the Minifter, upon whom their Commiffions de- 
“pend. It is to be feared, my Lords, that Prefermeat 
<¢ or Difgrace in the Army may come to depend, not up- 
“ on military Virtues, or military Crimes, but upon 
‘© bedience or Difobedience to the moft unjuft Commands 
<¢ of a Prime Minifter: This is what I think ought 
<< to be prevented, if poffible. I will admit, nay, I defire 
<< that the Paths of Preferment may be made like the 
“ Paths of Virtue: Let them be rough and rugged, but, 
for God’s Sake my Lords do not let us allow them to 
<< be miry and dirty. 
© «¢ There is, my Lords, a very great Difference between 
<¢ the Motion now before us, and the Bill which your 
‘< Lordfhips havs been pleafed to reject: By the Adjre 
“* moved for, it cannot ee as be pretended, that fa 
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<¢ is any Attack made upon the Prerogative of the Crown» 
‘ or that the Power of the King over the Army is to 

be any way touched; nor can it juftly be faid, that this 
* would layaPrecedent for addreffing the King upon every 
<< Occafion, when his Majefty, or any oi his Sueeeffors, 
thould think proper to remove an Officer ; there can 
never be a Precedent pretended from the Addrefs now 
propofed, but when fuch Removes may occafion a gene- 
ral Difcontent and Muarmuring in the Nation, and ia fuch 
Cafe, I hope, your Lordfhips will all grant, that fuch 
a Precedent would be of great Ufe; and that it is the 
“¢ Duty of this Honfe to addrefs upon ail fuch Occafioas ; 
for in fuch Cafes it will always be of great Service to 
the King, becaufe it will afford him an Opportunicy of 
{atisiying the Publick, that what he did was right, or 
<< of doing Juftice to thofe who had fuftered by Calum-

vailing with the Houfe to agree to what is propofed., 
In the prefent Cafe, I did indeed hear a very handfome 
Speech made in Favour of the Bill prefented to us; 
a great many pretty Things were indeed faid in its Fa- 
your; but in all that was faid, I could not obferve any 
real Argument, or any Reafon offered for inducing us 
to make fuch an Alteration in our Conftitution, as was 
propofed to be made by that Bill. 

‘© T hope, my Lords, there are no Gentlemen in the 
Army, that ever were, or ever can be prevailed on, ei- 
ther to act or fpeak contrary to their Confcience, by 

the Fears of being turned out of their Commiffions; I 

hope there never will be any fuch in our Army ; but if 
there are now, or ever fhall be, any fuch abandoned 

Men in our Army, I am fure, there was nothing pro- 

pofed by the Bill, that could have had any Effeét as to 

fuch Men ; for it is well known, I believe every one of 

your Lordfhips is fenfible, that, with’ all thofe Men, 

who are ready to facrifice their Honour and their Con- 

fcience to their Private Intereft, the Hopes of Preferment, 

the Hopes of a more lucrative Poft or Employment, 

will always be as prevailing an Argument, as the Fears 


of lofing what they have, I am perfuaded, that s . 
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nota Man in the Nation, who would facrifice his Hor~ 


our and Confcience, rather than lofe a Thoufand Pounds 
a Year, which he enjoys, but would do the fame, if he 
expected thereby to add but one fingle Hundred a Year 
to his former Revenue; and therefore, in the only Cafe, 
in which it can be fuppofed thar the Bill was neceflary, 
it is plain it could haye had no Effe&, 
*¢ IT muft indeed fay, that, if I had fpoke againft the 
Bill, I fthould hive ailkered. as to fome Faéts, from 
thofe noble Lords who fpoke for it. It is very true, that 
there have formerly been Removes in the Army, but 
itis certain likewife, that many of thofe who were re- 
moved, had no Seats in Parliament, and therefore it can- 
not properly be f2id, that the Behaviour of Gentlemen 
in Parliament, wasever the Caufe of their being remo- 
ved from their Conamands in the Army. However, I 
fhall fay no more as tothe Bill, which in my Opinion, 
has been juftly rejected, 
<< But, my Lords, as to the Addrefs propofed, I reafly 
think it worfe than the Bill itfelf: Isis certainly as great 
an Attack upon the Prerogative of the Crown, as the 
Bill was; for what fenifies a Prerogative, if the King 
is never to make ufe of tt, without being obliged to give 
an Account of his Reafon for fo doing to either Houfe 
of Parliament, that fhall p'eafe to call for fuch am Ac- 
count ? The Addrefs, therefore, is as great an Attack 
upon the Prerogative, and it is a much more dire€tAttack 
upon. his prefent Majelty’s Condu&. I am furprized, 
my Lords, to hear fuch a Noife made about the Removal 
of two noble Lords from their Commands in the Army. 
Tt is true, there have been two Lords removed, but 
there, has been but one Soldier removed; and therefore, 
when Lords are pleafedto talk of Soldiers having been 
turned out of their Commiffions tn the Army , they ought 
mot to tuk in the Plural Number. Since then h’s Ma- 
jefty has removed but one Soldier, I can fee na Reafon 
in fome Manner at leaft, to call him to 
an Account, by defiring him to Jay his Reafons for 
fo doing before either Houfe of Parliament: It is what 
was never oftered to any of his Predeceffors, even when 
Nouotbers of Officers were removed ata Time.

Bur here our + Author hath thoughr fit, with his ufual Im- 
partiality, to fupprefs above half the ObjedFion ; “2 the noble 
Lords did not Ny itas the only Reafon of their Prots//, 
that fuch @ Lift bad been named by the Minifter, and /ent 
Gren by his Agent; but that, what they apprehended to be, 
undue Influence bad been ufed with many of the Peers of Scot- 
land, to engage them to vite for the faid Lift. 

Mr. WWal/ineham adds, that this is ** a Suggeftion whic hy 
‘‘ if it were trué, is fcarcely pofli ble to be proved 3 and 
“© which, if it were proved, could not pre judice the Right 
“6 of ffiv, or fixty Peers, in the Choice of thofe fixteen, nor 
“ the Right of thofe Sixteen noble Peers, in reprefenting

- Why truely I know of no exprefs Statute, by 
which they are thus incapacitated ; and yet I am firmly per- 
fuaded in my own Mind that They ought not to inter- 
meddle at all in Elections, either by advifing, conterring, or 
writing fuch recomendatory Letters as you Mention; be- 
caufe Men in their Stations are generally qualified to talk 
and write with more Force than ordinary Peopie. Nay, e- 
ven fuppofing that they fhould back their Advice with a lit- 
tle undue Influence, (which is the Point at prefent in Quefti- 
on) I cannot recolle& any Statute diretly againft it ; and 
yet will any Man, even yourfelf, pretend to fay it is not 
punifhable by the common Law of the Land, as a Crime 
in itfelf, an Invafion of the Freedom of Eleéions, and tend- 
ing to fubvert the Foundation of our Government? Since 
you are now reviewing the Hiftory of England, I believe 
you will find, as you pafs along, Several Inftnaces of Im- 
peachments of AZinifers and their Azvents, for Packing of Par- 
liaments.

SPAIN end PORTUGAL, 


Wenty Tranfports lye ready at Barcelona, laden with 

all Sorts of Ammunition of War, which wait only 
for fome Men of War, to convoy them to J/ta/y. Orders 
are difpatched from Court, to the Frontiers of Portuga/, 
to carry on the Work, on the Fortifications there, with 
all the Affiduity imaginable: This gives Occafion to vari- 
ous Reports, though hitherto his Pertugueze Majefty con- 
tinues backward in declaring himfelf; and feems inclined 
to join his good Offices with other mediating Powers, to 
bring Matters to an Accommodation. 

The Affogue Ships arrived betore the Bay of Cadiz, om 
the third Initant, fome Weeks fooner than they were ex- 
pected, and have brought, in Gold and Silver, to the 
Amount of four Millions of Pieces of Eight, and two 
Millions more in Merchandizes, partly for the King, and 
partly for Merchants. 


ROME and ITatry. 


HE two Armies in Jta/y continue yet pretty near 

the fame Pofts on the Secchia, and nothing confi- 
derable has happened in either, They feem on both 
Sides to be fo fick of the Battle of Parma, that neither 
are fond of a fecond Engagement ; the Jmperiaii//s have, 
however, made a fmall Motion at Quingentolo, as if they 
defigned to advance towards the Confederates, which ne~- 
verthelefs, does not feem yery probable, as their Infantry 
is fo much inferiour, efpecially fince the latter has lately 
received a Reinforcement of yoo0o Freach Foot, 15 
Horfe, and eighty Officers. 

The Fortref of Pefcara has, at laft capitulated, and the 
Garrifon which confifted of eight Hundred Germans fur- 
rendered Prifoners of War. The Bombardment of Gaeta 
was begun on the 3rft of Fu/y, and continued with great 
Fury; the Duke of Liria, having fummoned the Garri- 
fon to furrender, received no other Aafwer, than that 
they refolved to defend the Place to the lait Extremity. 
Don Carlos, who is now in Perfon before that Place, has 
viewed the Trenches and Batteries himfelf, which has gi- 
ven great Hacouragement to his T'roops,

GERMANY. 


T is now believed, that the Marfhal d’ Asfe/dt never 

had any Defign upon Meatz; but that the feveral 
Marches of fome Detachments of his Army, which occa- 
fioned that Belief, was meerly to amufe Prince Euxgent, 
while the Marfhal gained Time and Ground, in order to 
pufh his real Defign. And this is looked upon as a nota- 
ble Coup de Fineffe, which the School of War can pro- 
duce. Letters of the 21ft from Heidelberg fay, that a 
‘darge Body of French Troops had croffed the Rhine at 
Lautenburg, with a Defign to inyeft Brifac. The Jmperial 
Army is near Heide/berg, and Prince Eugene feems per- 
fuaded that the twenty Thoufand Men, which he had 
detached to Hei/brunn, would come Time enough to fru- 
ftrate the Defigns of the French, fhould they attempt fo 
“penetrate into the Dutchy of Wirtemberg. ‘The Imperial 
’ Huffars have brought a large Booty into Mentz, taken 
‘from the French, confifting of a Waggon full of Muskets 
and Swords, another full of Cloths, forty led Horfes, 
three Mules laden with a fine Service of Plate, anda Wag- 
gon laden with Wine. 

Among other Projects which are faid to be upon the 
Carpet, at the Court of Vienna, to retrieve the Loffes the 
Imperialifis have fuftained, at the Beginning of this War, 
one is a Marriage between Don Carlos, fecond Son to the 
King of Portugal, and the fecond Archduchefs, with an 
Alliance Offenfive and Defenfive, between the Emperor 
and that King, againft France and Spain: But the Delibe- 
ration the King of Portugal has hitherto fhewn, in all his 
Counfels, may probably fet this Treaty at a Diftance. 
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Letters from Drefden advife, that King Auguffus is pre 
paring to return iaftantly to Poland. 


POLAND, SWEDEN, and the NORTHERN Powers. 


HE Affairs of Poland and Dantzick have had no 
great Alteration fince our laft. Fort Wechfelmund 
is yet in the Hands of the Rafffans, but it is now faid, 
that both they and the Saxons have affured the Dantzick- 
ers, it thall be reftored as foon as they have paid the feve- 
ral Sums demanded of them. The Duke of Mecklenburg 
1s arr.ved in the Ruan Camp before Dantzick, with a 
View probably, to engage the Ruffian Generals in his 
Pavour, with his Sifter-in-law the Czarina, to interceed 
with the Emperor that he may be reftored to his Dutchy, 
and that the /mperial Commiffion may be fuperfeded. 

King Staniflaus is faid to have left Pruffia; it is re- 
ported, that, before he left that Country, he had frefh 
Affurances from France of a powerful Support.
